Reports from Rome bring the unusual news 
that the hero of the epochal flight from Italy to 
Chicago, General Italo Balbo, has been removed 
from the cabinet of the fascist regime and rele­ 
gated to a minor political office. 
Balbo accomplished an unusual feat in his 
great flight to this country in command of twen­ 
ty-four planes flying in mass formation. He was 
given national acclaim on his return to his na­ 
tive country, being feted and honored as has no 
other hero during the modern history of that 
country. 
Now he has been removed from his important 
office and made governor of Libia, a small Italian 
possession across the Mediterranean from Italy. 
He wasn’t even accorded the honor of an under 
post in his own department.
